PAIR trawler skippers 
‘Pete* Pulfrey ana Phil 
Scott, who gave up big 
money jobs as freezer 
skippers in Homan and 
Conqueror over four 
years ago to learn pair 
fishing under Jens Bo- 
jen, saw it all pay-off at 
Grimsby on Thursday 
last week. They 
brought in the largest 
and most valuable pair 
trawling trip the port 
has ever known. 

After a 14-day North Sea 
trip on the northerly grounds, 
Skipper Pulfrey in Golden 
Venture and Skipper Scott in 
Jean Scott landed a com- 
bined 1,897 kits of cod and 
codling. It sold through the 
John R. agency for a massive 
new port pair trawling 
grossings record of £66,706. 

It bettered by almost 
£4,000 the old record, set just 
a week before (Fishing News, 
Sept. 1) by Jens Bojen and 
‘Lemon* Richardson in 
Margrethe Bojen and Frances 
Bojen. This catch was also 
through the John R. agency. 

The new record has 
astonished quite a few people 
who considered the title was 
virtually the exclusive 
property of the ‘Bojen* team. 

Since April 1976, when the 
. record stood at £24,733, it has 
now been broken on ten oc- 
casions.

ARVID THINNESEN, 
doyen of Grimsby’s 
anchor-seiner skippers, 
retired at the end of 
last month. 

At 67 years nobody can 
deny the much-reapected Ar- 
vid a well-earned rest after 
over 60 years' seiner fishing 
which few will ever equal or 
emulate. 

We should not forget that 
Arvid largely built up his 
remarkable reputation in the 
days when tne seiner was 
generally regarded as the 
trawler's poor relation, es- 
pecially at Grimsby. 

This was well before elec- 
tronics and hydraulics 
revolutionised fishing and 
when hours of Htrength-sap- 
ing work and a 'nose' for fish 
were the only way to the top. 

You could write a book on 
Arvid's adventures; space 

f iermits only the merest out- 
ine here. Born in Denmark of 
fishing stock, it was the 
Second World War that 
brought him to England. He 
daringly escaped in the tiny 
Esbjerg anchor-seiner Irna 
when Denmark wob invaded. 

After a two-year spell in 
the RN at Greenock, it 
dawned on the authorities 
that Arvid would be more 
useful providing much- 
needed food, so he took over 
the seiner Annie and worked 
her from the west coast 
through those perilous years. 

Many were the 14-day 
SBining trips to Iceland dodg- 
ing U-boats but, after many 
near squeaks, he came 
through and settled at 
Whitehaven, married Bella 
and bought Vidar (WA 23); a

30-year-old former Eshjerg 
seiner with just 61 horses! 

As the emphasis on fishing 
switched to tne east coast, so 
did Arvid. He moved to 
Grimsby. In September I960, 
he exchanged Vidar for the 
new Montrose-built 49-footer 
Bellauie (GY 141) — the 
name he later adopted for his 
private fishing company. 

In 1956 Arvid swapped 
Bellavie for Bellona (GY 
326), built for him at Whitby, 
and has remained through 
thick and thin with the 64- 
footer ever since. As the years 
passed people began thinking 
he would never retire. 

Of course there were 
rumours: "What, Arvid 
retire? No, never, the dock 
tower will fall down first!" 
But it hasn't — and Arvid 
has. 

It's the end of a classic 
career by a modest, unassum- 
ing ana understanding, yet 
commanding man. A com- 
plete fisherman in every 
sense of the word. 

Arvid Thinnesen led by 
example and hia many 
friends will doubtless wish 
him, and his wife, well in the 
future. Bellona, by the way, 
has already been sold to tne 
John R. agency where she 
links up once again with Ben - 
nwan, Arvid’s late brother’s 
old command. 

In other changes,

Avoiding 
oil spill 
damage 

“IF YOU are an owner of 
oyater beds or a fish farm, 
or rear Pacific oysters, 
store lobsters or eels and 
there is oil spillage from 
a tanker In your vioinlty 
which threatens your 
property, what action can 
you take to avoid loss as a 
result of the accident?” 

■ Once the accident has oc- 
curred and the oil, borne by 
the tide, is approaching your 
grounds there is very little 
you can do about it other than 
telephone urgent pleas to the 
Department of the Environ - 
ment and local water 
authorities to come and dis- 
perse the oil before it does 
irreparable damage. 

To hold an oil-retaining 
boom ami stocks of oil ab- 
sorbents and dispersants in 
the vicinity of your property 
to provide for such a con- 
tigency could be prohibitively 
expensive and to contain or 
disperse the advancing oil 
without outside assistance 
could be impracticable. 

It has become evident from 
recent spillages that pleas to 
authorities to protect your 
property could go unheeded. 
While minds are being made 
up ns to who is responsible for 
taking action, the damage is 
done. 

In the Jong run it could pay 
to make your own emergency 
plans. 

If you are a member of a 
fishermen's co-operative 
society or association and 
there are other members 
whose property may be en- 
dangered by oil pollution, you 
could propose to the com- 
mittee that pollution control 
devices should be purchased 
and held in readiness to 
protect your property. 

If committee and members 
agree to make such provision, 
the expense of procuring the 
devices would be shared and 
assistance would always be 
available to deploy them. 

Since oil companies, water 
and environmental 
authorities became aware of 
the damage which can be 
caused by oil pollution, scores 
of devices have been in- 
troduced for the purpose of 
controlling it. 

Should you or your com- 
mittee be unaware of precise- 
ly what is available it might 
interest you to know of the 
devices and services one oil 
pollution control company 
can supply in the UK.

“A BOAT used for taking 
out parties of anglers 
parted her mooring cable 
and was driven up on the 
beach here last week. 

“Towards low water, when it 
was still blowing hard, we 
went to see if we could lay out 
anchors, haul her off ana put 
in a claim for salvage. But the 
owner and his mate got thero 
first and managed to haul her 
off without assistance when 
the tide rose. 

"In case such a thing 
happens again and we get a 
boat off before the owner 
arrives, we would like to know 
what we should do to ensure 
that we get a fair reward for 
our efforts." 

■ Having hauled the boat off, 
the first thing to do would be 
to decide whether it had been 
driven ashore in tidal waters 
0 ; not. Tidal waters are 
denned as ‘any part of the sea 
and any part of the river 
within the ebb and flow of the 
tide at ordinary spring tides 
and not being a harbour.’

It might, in such a situa- 
tion, be useful to you tn be 
armed with some further in- 
formation about laws concer- 
ning wreck and salvage. Pari 
IX of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, first defines the 
meanings of these words. 

Wreck includes flotsam, 
jetsam, lagan and derelict 
found in or on the shores of 
the sea or any tidal water. 
Salvage includes all expenses 
incurred by the salvor in the 
performance of the salvage 
services. 

It goes on to say that 
where a British ur foreign 
vessel is wrecked, stranded ur 
in distress at any place on or 
near the coasts of the U K or 
any tidal wuler within the 
limits of the UK, the Receiver 
of Wreck for tile district in 
which that place is situate 
shall forthwith proceed there 
mid upon his arrival take 
command of all persons pre- 
sent, and assign such duties 
and give such directions to 
each person us ho thinks fit 
for tne preservation of the 
vessel and of the lives of the 
persons belonging to the 
vessel and of the cargo and 
uptmrol of the vessel. 

When any person, other 
than the owner, finds or lakes 
possession of any wreck 
within the limits of the UK, 
he shall ns soon as possible 
deliver the same to l ho 
receiver of the district. 

If he fails to do so, ho is 
liable to he fined, to forfeit 
any clnim to salvage and to, 
have to nay to the owner of 
the wreck double its value. 
He is also liable to heavy 
penalties if he filches any 
items of the vessel's equip- 
ment or cargo. 

The Receiver of the Wreck 
would have the right to take 
the boat over from you if it 
were stranded in tidal waters 
and the Harbour Master 
would have the right to do so 
in waters under a Harbour 
Authority’s jurisdiction.

EXPORTS of shellfish 
from Guernsey have risen 
by nearly 30 per cent so 
far this year and there 
has been a noticeable in- 
crease tn the price of 
Guernsey fish on French 
markets. 

To some extent the in- 
crease is attributed to the 
Amoco Cadiz oil spill disaster 
which has hit tne French 
shellfish industry along the 
north coast of Brittany. 

From the beginning of 
January to the end of July, 
832 tonnes were exported 
compared with 642 tonnes al 
fish for the same period last 
year. This is a 29.6 per cent 
increase. 

During the first Beven 
months of this year exports 
totalled £666,704, compared 
with £408,777 for the same 
period last year. 

One firm cashing in on the 
export boom is Guernsey Sea 
Farms Ltd. It is now growing- 
on three bi- valve molluscs: 
European and Pacific oysters 
and what the French call 
n/jourdes, or Verier u pis 
aecussata.

THE GOVERNMENT 
has decided to set-up 
an anti-pollution 
oporations control to 
plan and co-ordinate 
measures and to take 
charge when an inci- 
dent occurs. 

It is expected to be headed 
by a senior naval officer and 
will be controlled by the 
Department of Trade, with 
strong naval support. 

Following the sinking of 
Eleni V off the Suffolk coast, 
when both fishing and ameni- 
ty interests were affected, the 
Prime Minister ordered an 
official review of our anti- 
pollution measures. 

A working group report 
recently published concludes 
that movements of giant 
tankers around the coast are 
on such a large scale that 
serious pollution incidents 
must be expected. There is no 
practical way of preventing 
them. 

Also, as North Sea oil 
develops, tanker traffic 
around Scotland will increase 
substantially and a spillage of 
Amoco Cadiz proportions 
could occur anywhere around 
the British coast. 

The working group con- 
cluded that serious incidents 
can be expected in the 
I Channel at a rate of one every 


ten years, and less frequently 
elsewhere. The problem is 
that, with the present state of 
technology, no organisation 
can give a guarantee against 
large-scale pollution which 
could affect both the marine 
environment and inshore 
beaches. 

The inter-departmental 
review body under Sir Leo 
Pliatzky, Permanent 
Secretary of the DoT, 
recommended transferring 
responsibility for anti- 
pollution to the Ministry of 
Defence but this department 
is not keen to accept it. 

Announcing Government 
acceptance of the recommen- 
dations of the working group, 
in a Commons written Teply, 
Edmund Dell, Secretary of 
State for Trade, said Britain's 
arrangements provided for 
spills of modest size. 

After the Amoco Cadiz and 
Eleni V incidents, the 
Government accepeted the 
case that anti-pollution 
measures should be im- 
proved. 

These would include a 


planning nnd operations unit 
which would he set up with an 
experienced command con- 
trol. 

At the same time salvage 
arrangements will he review- 
ed. 

Developments of improved 
dispersants will be expanded 
and testing will ensure that 
these will have little or no 
effect on marine life. 

At present Britain’s anti- 
pollution measures cost about 
£300,000 a year. Spills such 
as that from Eleni V add 
about £2m to the bill. Our 
resources can cope with spills 
of up to 16,000 tons of oil spilt 

f ier day. The French spill 
rom Amoco Cadiz resulted in 
50,000 tons polluting one 
small area. 

Even so the report conclud- 
ed that, although valuable 
fisheries and important 
stretches of coastline could be 
seriously affected by a major 
spill, gearing up to cope with 
the worst possible spill would 
tie up large resources for a 
disaster which might only oc- 
cur once in a decade.
